The Sultan was powefless to protect

Sir Charles replied that the whole 
mission might be massacred if the Sultan 
permitted, but assured him that there 
would be another British Minister in 
Fez within a month accompanied by a 
better-equipped staff, and added signifi- 


cantly that there would not bea Sultan 


in Fez then. 


The Sultan appeared astounded at 
the envoy’s manner and repeatedly ap- 
pealed to him to remain at the palace, 
but Sir Charles adroitly changed the 
conversation to the subject of the 


| treaty and the Sultan immediately said 


he would sign it. Sir Charles then 
asked for the punishment ef the rioters, 
etc., and it was readily granted. When 


| Sir Charles was leaving the Sultan ac- 


companied him to the door of the’ 
palace, which was a great breach of 
Moorish etiquette. 

hen the treaty was finally signed 
Sir Charles found certain of the condi- 


tions had been tampered with, practi- | 


cally nullifying its effect. When he de- 
manded an explanation the Minister of 
War said the alterations had been done 
bythe Sultan’s order and that he had 
been authorized to offer Sir Charles 
$150,000 if he would sign the 


‘treaty as it stood. Charles thereupon | 


ordered him out of the embassy, tore 
the bogus treaty into pieces and pre-; 
pared to return to the coast. ay the 
Sultan’s orders, however, a 
mules belongi to the mission w 
stolen. Sir Charles procured-a swift 
horse for a messenger and hearing of 
this the Sultan returned the stolen ani- 
mais. On the following day Sir Charles 
departed for the coast despite the 
entreaties of the Sultan. 

The Times today publishes advices 
from the British camp at Fez to July 
16, These advices confirm the reports 
of the failure of Sir Charles. Smith's 
mission, which, itis said, was due to 
French intrigue. Itis said a French 
mission will visit Fez in September. 

Rome, 21.—The Capitale says 
that all the European powers will con- 
centrate naval squadrons at Cadiz in

Militia Disperse a Mob at 
Homestead, 


Soldiers Complain That the Strikers 
Spit Upon Them. 
Labor Leaders Have a Long Confer- 
ence With the Governor. 


O'Donnell Returns and Gives Himself Up— 
The Strike Movement Very Rapidly 
_— Spreading Among All Men in 
Carnegie’s Eniploy.

Homestxap (Pa.,) July 21.—[By the 
Associated Press.] A secret conference 


‘of overan hour's duration was held to- 


night between Gov. Pattison, President 
Weihe of the Amalgamated Association 
and W. J. Brennan, legal adviser of the 
strikers. At its conclusion neither of 
them would say a word as to the nature 
of the discussion. It is said, however, 
that the removal of the troops from 
Homestead and the bearings of that 
matter from each possible stand- 
point were gone into. Weihe 
and Brennan denied that threats 
of any kind were made and is reported 
to have stated privately to friends that 
if the conference proved as satisfactory 
as they hoped, the whole trouble will 
soon be at an end. The best informa- 
tion obtainable as to. the Governor's 
idea, however, is that no such roseate 
view is justified and that the oie 
will not be moved until the work 
can enter and leave the mill at will 
unarmed and unharmed, 

There has been friction bétween the 
people and soldiers today. Early in 
the day one of the colored cooks of ‘the 
Eighteenth Regiment, getting a little 
too ‘much beer into his system, became 
tired of camp life and concluded to go 
home. He was captured by the patrol 
near the depot and a lively scene en- 
sued.

PROOFS OF FRAUD. 
The AMcdavita Which Caused the Sensa- 
thon in tho Convention. 

Below will be found the affidavit's 
presented to the Committee on Creden- 
tials and afterward rea’ in the conven- 
tion, proving } the shadow ofa 
doubt that the grossest fraud and cor- 
ruption were practiced, and which were 
notcontroverted by proof. it was gen- 
erally understood that orders had been 
given from the Lindley headquarters 
thatthe city must be carried at any 
cost, and certain notorious ward-strik- 
ets and professional workers had been 
employed forthe purnvose. Their in- 
structions Were to stop at nothing, but 
to carry their wards. This was gener- 
ally known, and the friends and suppor: 
ters of the three opposing Congressional 
candidates eugaged Lawson's Detective 
Agency to watch the polling places and 
investigate the alleged fraudnient vot- 
ing in the different wards. A number 
of men were furnished with lists of 
names of parties who, it was asserted, 
had given false places of residencé.

Wasnixeton, July 21.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.]

discovery of America by Columbus, as a 
general holiday for the people of the 
United States. 

“Qn that day,” says the proclama- 
tion, ‘‘let the people, so far as possible, 
cease all toil and devote themselves to 
such exércises as may best express 
Aonor to the discoverer and apprecia- 
tion of the great achievements of four 
completed centuries of American life. 
Columbus stood in his age as the 
pioneer of progress and enlightenment. 
The system of universal -education 
isin our age the most prominent and 
salutary feature of the spirit of en- 
lightenment and it is peculiarly. appro- 
priate that the schools be made by the 
people the center of the day’s demon- 
stration. Let the national flag float 
over every schoolhouse in the country 
and the exercises be such as shall 
impress upon our youth the patriotic 
daties of American citizenship. In the 
churches and other places of asserbly 
of the people, let there be expressions 
of gratitude to Divine Providence for 
the devout faith of the discoverer and 
for the divine care and guidance which 
has directed our history and so abund- 
aptly blessed our people.”’

A TITLE FOR THE PRESIDENT. 


Washington's Inauguration Delayed While 
Congress Searched for One. 

The question, what shall be the title 
of the President of the United States, 
according to the St. Louis Globe-Demo- 
crat, was one which elicited no little 
discussion among the members of the 
first Congress, and it is said that the 
inauguration of Washington was de- 
layed several days by consider- 
ation and debate as to what 
should be his title. ‘His High- 
ness, the President of the United 
States of America and ‘Protector of 
Their Liberties,’’ was discussed and re- 
jected. ‘‘Mis Excellency” was a 
proposed and also rejected. After nu- 
merous suggestions it+was ‘finally de- 
cided that the chief executive officer 
should be officially known as the ‘‘Pres- 
ident of the United States.”’ 

The title Excellency, as applied to 
the President, was of later growth than 
the time of Washington, who was 
greatly relieved when Congress decided 
the question by giving him no title, as 
much in dread lest a lofty title should 
provoke the envy and antagonism of the 
ultra Republicans. 


To Treat Burns and Scalds. 
[Philadelphia Times.] 

Of the thousand and one remedies 
recommended for burns and scalds, none 
possesses anything like the efficacy of 
bicarbonate of sodium—ordinarv baking 
soda. Many who have given it a trial 


have not been particularly impressed 
with its usefulness, but this is simply 


because it is not properly applied. It 
is usually directed to saturate a rag 
with a solution of the soda and wrap it 
around the part. The proper plan, 
however, isto makea paste of soda 
and water and spread ic liberally over 
the burned surface. A few turns of a 
cotton or linen rag will hold the paste 
in position. 

‘The paste must not be allowed to be- 
come dry or stiff, but should be kept 
soft and moist by-pouring a little water 
over the rag from time to time. if 
these directions are followed the pain 
will be allayed almost immediately and, 
excep: possibly in the case of very se- 
vere burns, there is nodanger of blister- 
ing. The ordinary remedies, oil. flour, 
etc., which act merely by excluding the 
air, while they ultimately do some good. 
never give the immediate relief that 
soda does and are of little use to pre- 
vent the formatiou of a blister.

“Those eggs never get hard boiled.”

There is a kind called 
the “leather back,’’ which is bigger than 
the loggerhead, but they are very rare.

Sothat you must catch 
him asleep on the water if you expect to 
bag him: Specimens are often seen many 
miles from land floating on the waves, 
Unlike the other great sea turtles, which 
prefer a vegetable diet, the loggerhead is 
carnivorous. It has very powerful jaws, 

and with them it easily cracks the shells of 
large conches, eating the meat. The young 
ones are said to be pretty good in a stew or 
soup, but these which are full grown are 
leathery and musky in flavor. . Sometimes 
the oil from the fat is smeared on the sides 
of vessels to keep worms from eating the

Ex-King Milan of Servia, who, only 
the other day, exposed himself to a 
charge of unfair play while acting as 
croupier in a game of baccarat at the 
Parisian Club.de la Rue Royale, has 
now once more come beiore the public 
in connection with a very disagreeable 
betting scandal, writes the Marquis de 
Fontenoy.

Prices for Prunes. 
[Pomona Progress.] 

The fruit dealers in the vicinity of 
San José and in the Vaca and Sacra- 
/ mento Valleys are now making offers. 
for the prune crop of the season. That 
region raises the bulk of the prunes of 
the State, and generally sets the prices 
for the, fruit. The Sacramento Bee 
says that many growers have been 
offered $88 a ton fot prunes, but there 
are some growers who have madea 
reputation for their excellent product, 
and who have agreed to sell prunes for 
$40 aton. The Fresno Expositar says 
that .a few contracts for prunes have 
been made in that county at the rates 
of $838 aton. In San José the buyers 
grade the fruit more carefully than 
elsewhere. They are paying now $36 
for the poorest prares and $38 for bet- 
ter and $40 for the best. 


The Los Nietos Walnut Association 
has decided to furnish about 200 sacks 
ef walnuts of the crop of 1292 for the 
great exhibit at Chicago, and will have 
them. put up in. wire sacks.

THE CHAUTAUQUANS. 


the Assembly. . 
Prof. Anderson’s Leeture on William 
Cullen Bryant, the Poet. 


Occupation for Young Women Bis- 
eussed by Miss Adelaide Hasse. 


“Is Marriage a Failure?” the Suahject of 
, Mev. Mr. Urook’s Talk—Mansfelt’s 
Recital—The C. L. 8. C. Round 
Table—Programme. 


There is not a place or the Pacific 
Coast that more nearly resembles the 
assembly grounds at Lake Chautanqua, 
N. Y., than those at Long Beach. It is 
a miniature, perfect in many fespects. 
The. little eucalyptus grove surrounding 
the pavilion represents the forest trees 
of Chautauqua, and the pavilion itself 
has a Chautauqua air about it that is 
refreshing. The Redondo Chautauqua 
never possessed this. The Chautanqua 
building, standing on an eminence re- 
mote from other buildings, the beach 
and the center of life generally, gave it 


| a lonesome, isolated air that is entirely 


incompatible with the Chantanqua 
spirit. The park at Long Beach is a 
thing of beauty now and rivals any Los 
Angeles park in its well-kept grounds. 
carefully shaven lawns, well-trimmed 
trees and shrubbery and cleanly walks 
curving about among the trees. 

AN HOUR WITH BRYANT. 

The largest morning audiencé of the 

season assembled yesterday to hear 
Prof. Anderson lecture on William Cul- 
len Bryant, whom he characterizes as 
the poet of our woods, our running wa- 
ters and also the poet of our hearts. He 
was born when the French revolution 
was closing. Within ten years of Bry- 
ant’s birth were born Byron, Dana, 
Keats, Shelley, Carlyle, Newman, 
Macaulay, Hugo and Emerson, but Bry- 
ant lived and wrote far a generation or 
two after these men died. His gift of 
expression was developed very early, 
his Thanatopsis being written when he 
was about 17 years of age. g. 
. Bryant kept up his vigor to the last 
and it is remarkable that he did not 
very greatly change his tone or excel: 
lence during his long life. 

Prof. Anderson read to his audience 
the simple yet beautiful poem, ‘Lines 
to a Waterfowl,’’ in a manner that 
brought out its great strength. 

_ Bryant might have given usa flood 
of picturesque imagery. Still there is 
a certain restraint or repression in all 
his work in this respect. Naturein her 
broader features furnished Bryant’s 


his imitators choose their figures with 
minuteness anda scientificcdre. It has 
been said that Bryant lacks sympathy. 
Perhaps the idea is occasioned by his 
chilly love poems, one of which Prof. 
Anderson read, followed by a poem 
remarkable contrast in its tenderness 
and pathos. 

As an example of Byrant’s great 
sweep of imagination, Prof. Anderson 
then read, with a fine sympathy and 
expression, the lines to ‘‘The Eve 
Wind.” He named the foilew 

cems: of Bryant as “remarkable 
or perfection of artistic finish: 
“The Evening Wind,” ‘‘To a Water- 
fowl,” ‘‘A Day Dream;”’ ‘‘Sella,’’ ‘‘The 
Death of the Flowers,’’ ‘Planting of the 
Apple Tree’? and the poem entitled 
‘The Poet,’’ which Prof Anderson puts 
on a level with the advice of Hamlet to 
the players. , 

Bryant was a poet of freedom—a man 
who struck sturdy blows when blows 
counted most. 

Bryant’s limitations, not defects, 
were, first, his lack of the saving grace 
of humor; second, monotony {n versifi- 
cation, though the few meters he tsed 
were used to perfection, his blank verse 


‘| being of an exceedingly high order; 


third, his limited range ofthemes. The 
products of his long life of writing do 
not mirror the changes of intellectual 
life at the time. 

His merits, as summed up by Prof. 
Anderson, were mahy, among them pur- 


| ity of life and writing, integrity, whole- 


someness, strength and his cold pathos, 
which developed an austere delicacy. 
OCCUPATION FOR WOMEN. 
At 1:30 yesterday afternoon a large 
company of ladies and a moderate 
sprinkling of gentlemen gathered at the 
pavilion to hear a young lady, Miss 
Adelaide Hasse, as#istant librarian of 
the Los Angeles Public Library, talk 
about ‘‘Occupation for Young Women’ 
Miss Hasse crowded more sensible ideas 
into her half-hour address than many 
speakers do in a lecture twice as long. 


| She called attention to the fact that at 


no.other period have women had the 
same incentives as at present to reflect 
upon their position, their rights and 
duties. Woman, in the timidity born of 
ages of subjection, is just beginning to 
make the first feebl> efforts to press 
her just claims for herself. At tHe 
present day, more than ever before, it 
has become a matter of necessity that 
the activity, the faculties, the influence, 
the powers of woman be brought to 
bear upon the proper adjustment 
of the social equilibrium. It is 
the army of spinstersand widows which 
flood the labor market of today. There 
is only a limited quantity of work and 
it barely exceeds the numbers of male 
hands ready to do it. 

Women will take lower pay than men 
in most cases wherefthe competition is 
in purely mechanical labor; they must 
take lower pay or starve, because they 
do not know how to do anything else 
and cannot afford to learn now. It is 
| the case of the widow of the working 
man that is the most helpless and hope- 
less. In our larger cites they easily fall 
a prey to the sweater. Every woman 
should take for her motto the words of 
Jean Paul, ortheir substance, ‘1 will 
make of myself all that can be made of 
the stuff.’’ Nogirl will find anything to 
do without a definite knowledge and un- 
derstanding of her own capacity and 
| ability and a realizing appreciation of 
her situation. The girl who must ‘‘sink 
or swim,’’ who must support herself or 
live upon the good will of her neighbors 
is imbued with a healthy sense of her 
needs and aspirations, will readily find 
her level. 

In closing, Miss Hasse called atten- 
tion to library work as an occupation 
for women, and outlined the method 
adopted in the training-class of the Los 
Angeles library, where a six months’ 
course of instruction is given, the stu- 
dents acting as under-studies.

R. Smith was granted the privi-’ 
lege of placing hay scales in front of 
his place on Central avenue, near Ver- 
non avenue, provided he does not in- 
terfere. with the travel upon said road 
by so doing. a 

An ordinance for the prevention of 
injury toand destruction of seals, sea. 
lions, mountain squirrel, golden oriole, 
mocking bird, California roadrunner or 
robin in the county of Los Angeles, was 
adopted as read. This ordinance not 
only makes ita misdemeanor to kill 
these animals or birds, but also prohib- 
its the robbing of the nests or destruc- 
tion of the eggs of any of these birds. 
The penalty fixed is from five to thirty 
daysinthe County Jail, or a fine of 
from $10 to $100, or both fine and im- 
prisonment, in the discretion of the 
Court. The informer gets one-half the 
fine recovered. The ordinance takes 
effect on August 10 and continues in 
force throughout the year. 

The fdllowing resolution, offered by 
Supervisor Forrester, was adopted as 
read:

A very curidus thing and of the 
greatest interest is the thorough worry 
of the Democratic party over the silver 
question.

All 
those expressions mean. The Demo- 
cratic difficulty is in respect to the most 
characteristic, important and conspi¢- 
uous specialties of the party doctrine. 
The irritations are radical and incura- 
ble. It was the policy at Chicago ofthe 
friends of Mr. Cleveland to soften the 
tariff and toharden the money resolution, 
These were the matters of business. 
The rest was decorative. “Fhe Cleve- 
land forces were by no means the cer- 
tain quantity at the beginning of the 
struggle which they turned out to be at 
the end. The more the management of 
Cleveland's five ex-Cabinet Ministers is 
studied the clearer the facts become 
that they were conscious of. dangerous 
weakness. The evidence is they were 
desperately intent on avoiding all test 
questions until there was a ballot for 
President, and all personal and factional 
influences were turned in that direction. 
This was in contrast with the Harrison 
policy in Minneapolis.

THE TRON INDUSTRY. 


It is Suffering a Relapse All 
Over the 


And Nearly 70,000 Operatives are 
Idle. 


The Wage Question and the Present 
Issues. 


A Falling Off in. Production. of About 
47, 000 Net Tons a Day—Improved 
Machinery and its Effect. 
the Outpat, 


A dispatch dated Pittsburgh, July 5, 
gives the following interesting data: 


“Owing to the present difficulty between 


the iron masters and the workers the 
majority of rolling mills, steel works 
and their auxiliaries throughout the 
country are lying idle. This fact has 
given rise to considerable discussion, 
and there are many who would like to 
know the number of-mills controlled by 
labor organizations and the number of 
workmen at. present out on a strike. 
This is as follows: 

There are 478 rolling mills and steel 
works, 80 forges and bloomeries, 50 
wire nail works and 65 cut nail facto- | 
ries, the latter containing in the aggre- 
gate 5646: machines. These give em- 
ployment to upward of. 80,000 men. 


and the annual capacity, not including 


the nail works, is placed at at 20,428,- 
494 net tons of finished iron and steel, 
ingots, blooms and billets. These roll- 
ing mills, steel works, etc., are distrib- 
uted among twenty-eight . ‘different 
States, the largest number, 211, being: 
located in Pennsylvania, while the 
States of Maine, New Hampshire, 
Rhode Island, Georgia, Iowa and Wyo- 
ming each have one. 

Out of the 478 mills, about 50 have 
been idle for some months past, less 
than 80 are non-union, from 40 to 50 
are controlled by independent labor 
organizations, and the balance, some 
850, are under the immediate super- 
vision of the Amalgamated Association | 
of Iron and Steel Workers. This organ- 
ization has 291 separate lodges, which 
look after the interests of these 3850 
mills, a few of the lodges having more 
than one manufactory to, attend 1 to. 

When, on the eve of June 30, it was 


‘announced that because the manufac- 
turers had refused to sign the new | 


scale the iron and steel mills would 
close down, the general belief was that 
on July 1 every plant in the United 
States manufacturing iron and steel 
would be idle, but the position taken by

be safe to state that no more than one- | 
half, or about 40 mills, are in operation; 


some having adopted the policy of 
union mills, that of closing down for re- 
pairs. This number, added to mills 
owned by firms who have signed the 
scale and are now running, would make 
a total of 58. 

The number of workmen employed in 
these fifty-eight mills is placed at 11,- 
100, and the annual capacity in round 
numbers is rated at 8,481,845 net tons 
of finished material; embracing mer- 
chant iron and steel, special shapes, in- 
About 80,- 
000 workmen are steadily employed 
when all the mills are in operation, and 
69,200 are now idle. Deducting 3.- 
231, 945 net tons from 29,428,649 net 
tons, the annual capacity of all the 
mills, there will be a balance of 17,- 
197,649 net tons, which the country 
would lose if the mills were idle for one 
year. By dividing this larg: balance 
into days, however, it will show.that 
the total loss in the product for each 
and every day the mills remain closed 
will be about 47,000 net tons. 

INCREASING WAGES BUT NOT WORK.

Asin every mining country, the cost’ of 
ore extraction and reduction varies overa 
wide range in California, there being mines 
in this state where the cost of both opera- 
tions is reduced to less than $1. These 
are, however, exceptional cases, nor are 
they at all numerous, the cost of mining 
varying here from 40 cents to $3 per ton, 
and the cost of milling from 389 cents to $2 
per ton, the mean cost of the former being 
about $2, andthe latter about $1 per ton. 


The figures here given refer to our ordi- 


nary gold ‘bearing quartz. 

There is a class of this ore so debased 
that the cost of its reduction is much 
greater than the rates above given. The 
expense of reducing our argentiferous 
ores is elso greatly in excess of these rates, 
some of these ores requiring to be treated 
by roasting or smelting, though generally 
susceptible of reduction by the simple mill 


_or pan process.—San Francisco Chronicle. |

The Summer Watch Against Parasites. 
[Ohio Farmer. 

Summer is the time of plenty, the 
time of growth. and farmers are apt to 
be neglectful of their flocks in respect 
to their health, believing them able to 
care for themselves. But summer is 
also the time for the growth and abund- 
ance of parasites, and in summer may 
be deposited the germs, the eggs, which 
in fall or winter will carry off valuable 
sheep. 

NECESSITY OF SALT. ae 

In the first place, asa measure of pro- 
tection against all insect foes which 
prey on the animal's vitals, the need of 
aconstant supply of salt should never 
be overlooked. Salt is a preservative 
of all flesh, a preventive of decay in 
everything, Salt is an enemy of those 
minute forms of animal and vegetable 
life, bacteria, microbes, fungi, etc., 
which tend to destroy superior forms of 
life, animal or vegetable. We can just 
as truly say that salt preserves the liv- 
ing animal as that it resists decay in its 
flesh after being slaughtered. ence, 
there should be plenty of salt in the 
blood, plenty of saltin the feed which 
is constantly passing through the sys- 
tem. The sheep or the steer, especially: 
the former, when it is provided -with a 
supply close at hand will take a lick of 
it several tintes a day, seasoning every 
fresh injection of feed as the house- 
wife does every potful of vegetables” 
put on the stove to cook. 

Nothing could testify more clearly to 
the remarkable efficacy of-salt than the 
almost universal exemption from dis- 
ease enjoyed by sheep in Florida, where 
the salt sea breeze, close to the coast, 
often crusts the vegetation with a thin 
film of salt. With the exception of 
those isolated localities where cattle } 

and sheep are subject to the mysterious | 
‘salt sick.’’ it is literally true, as Flori- 
dians say, that “there is nothing ever 
the matter with the sheep.’ (This 
‘salt sick’’{is not caused by an excess of 
salt, but a lack ofit, if anything.) 


Counterfey Butter. 
{Rural New Yorker:} 

The makers of hog butter are lond in 
their protestations that ho unclean or 
unwholesome materials enterinto their 
compound. But their stories do not find 
credence among these who have given 
the subject’ most atteation. There is 
good reason for believing that a large 
portion of the white grease from Barren 
Island, up Long Island Sound, where 
dead animals are rendered, finds its 
way hereabouts into this commodity for 
the table. This is not a reckless state- 
ment, but is based on circumstantial 
evidence pointing that way. Any man 
unscrupulous enougn to enter sucha 
business is mean enough to use such

The Dyspeptic Farmer. 
(Farm and Fireside.] 

One of the surest crops in the coun- 
try, on the farm, isdyspepsia. It crops 
out among the hard workers, but has 
not so great an amulty for those who 
‘‘take things eas 

The daily life of the typical New En- 
gland farmer is suggestive of indiges- 
tion and dyspepsia. When the farmer 
is in a hurry—and the farmer who hur- 
ries at all hurries all the time—the ques- 
tiod of meals is secondary. ‘‘I must fin- 
ish plowing this lot first,’’ cries the far- 
mer in response to the summons to din- 
ner; ‘*twon’t take long—oniy a few 
furrows thore.’”?” And he finishes. In 
his hurry he breaks atrace or snaps a 
plow-point, and tired and hungry, frets 
the more. Itis nearly two o’clock be- 
fore he gets to dinner. He eats in un- 
usual haste to make for lost time, 
really bolts his food, ra hurries away 
to his work. Moreover,’ he has upset 
the household arrangement. His wife 
and daughters were to make calls inthe 
afternoon, but now one must stay at 
home to clear the table and wash the 
dishes, or all wait, and flushed and 
heated find less, perhaps no enjoyment, 
in doing what they had planned. 

The farmer drives on almost as long 
as he can see, and then has the chores 
todo. eit may be 8 o’clock, perhaps 
later, before he finds the supper-table, 
for he does not believe in going to sup- 
per until the day’s work be done, 
After, there isan attempt to read the 
paper, but the farmer falls asleep over 
it, and at 9 isin bed. No wonder dys- 
pepsia waits on this man; the wonder is 
that he lives out half of his days. r 

The practice of this farmer is similar 
to that of thousands in New England, 
from plowing to harvest time—an Pearly 
breakfast, a snatch of dinner in twenty 
minutes, and the supper at the end, 
wherever it may come. If breakfast 
was at 7, dinner at 12 and supper at 6, 
and this regularity was observed 
strictly, even if the hurried manner of 
taking meals was not changed, there 
would be an improvement—an improve- 
ment that would add years to his life. 

A well-to-do farmer, in the busiest 
time of the year, after dinner every 
day liesdown on the lounge for a few 
minutes—five or twenty, as the time 
willallow. Why? Simply to relax the 
muscles of the body and give a few min- 
utes of absolute rest. The benefit of 
this complete surrender for even five 
minutes is incalculable. 

Another factor contributing to dys- 
pepsia is found in the two-meal system 
that rules on Sundays.. Breakfast a lit- 
tle later than usual, and then dinner— 
the only other mealof the day—at 3 or 
4 o’clock, or afterthe family come from 
church and Sunday-school held after the 
morning service, and have time to pre- 
pare the meal, Irregularity is the dis- 
turbing factor here. Three meals on 
week days and two on Sundays, with 
long waits between, especially for the 
younger members, interferes with diges- 
tion and frets the mind. ‘If notso much 
be required on Sundays, when no work 
is done, then whatever is eaten should 
be taken atthe same hour. The farmer 
who wisnes to get the most out of his 
horses or oxen feeds regularly. Why 
should he not treat himself as well as 
his animals? 
Sunday makes Monday as well as Sun- 
day an uncomfortable day to many suf- 
ferers. GEORGE APPLETON,
